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REVIEWS OF HOXHA'S ‘REFLECTIONS ON CHINA’ IN TIRANA PRESS 


[Editorial Report] An Albanian Telegraph Agency [ATA] editorial published 

on 10 June 1979 in the Tirana organ of the Albanian Workers Party, ZERI I 
POPULLIT, announced that the first volume of AWP first secretary Enver Hoxha's 
work “Shenime per Knien" [Reflect‘ons on China] has been published and is 

in circulation.” "The first volume and the one following it contain excerpts 
from the Political Diary of Enver Hoxha. They were published for the first 
time and disseminated in the party in January 1978. The first volume which 

is now available to the general public covers the period from 1962 to 1972." 


On 28 July, ZERI I POPULLIT reported that the book has been published in 
English and French and will soon be published in other languages. From 23 
June to 26 July, ATA broadcast a series of extracts from the Hoxha book. 
[These extracts have been published in two volumes by the Joint Publications 
Reseurch Service: East Europe Reports--Political, Sociological and Military 
Affairs, No 1701, JPRS 73890 of 24 July 1979 and No 1707, JPRS 74000 of 

13 August 1979.] 


The Tirana press contained numerous articles reviewing the Hoxha book, The 
following is a listing of some of these reviews and comments which appeared 
during July and August: 


In July, there were editorials hailing the publication of the book, 

in ZERI I POPULLIT (1 July); in BASHKIMI (3 July), the central organ of the 
Albanian Democratic Front; in MESUESI (4 July), the organ of the Ministry 

of Education and Culture; in PUNA (3 July), the organ of the General Council 
of the Albanian Union of Physical Culture and Sports; there was a review of 
Hoxha's book by Napoleon Roshi, in BASHKIMI of 15 July, entitled "A Sharp, 
Farseeing Analysis of the Alliance of China with Imperialism and the 
Reactionaries” and a review by Ajet Simixhiu, in ZERI I POPULLIT of 15 July, 
"A Brilliant Contribution to the Exposing of the Chinese Course of Alliance 
with American Imperialisn.” 


Also, BASHKIMI of 18 July published excerpts from foreign comment on the book, 
featuring statements from Agence France Presse, the Austrian news agency, 
the Turkish news agency “Anadoll,” the Greek papers AKROPOLIS and TO VIMA, 
and the Swiss paper NEVE SCHWEIZER ZEITUNG as well as comments from ROTER 
MORGEN, the central organ of the Marxist Leninist Communist Party of Germany. 
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Other articles on Hoxha's book published during July included: a review by 
Shaban Murati, in PUNA of 20 July, "A Brilliant Contribution in Exposing the 
Hostile Intentions of the Chinese Revisionists Toward the Marxist-Leninist

and the Exposing of Modern Revisionism"; an article by Prof. Bujzr Hoxha, in 
ZERI I POPULLIT of 25 July, “The Truth about the ‘Cultural Revolution’ in China”; 
a review by Harilla Kekezi in MESUESI of 25 July, "From Anarchy and Xeno- 
phobia to the Policy of ti "Great Opening Up.”

WESTERN RESEARCH ON GDR SCORED AS FALSE, BANKRUPT 
West German Commentary

[Report from Berlin: “East Berlin Declares Research on GDR ‘Bankrupt'"] 


[Text] A political and scientific debate has raged for some time in the 
FRG about the objectives and results of research on the CDR, which has now 
also been entered by IPW (the East Berlin Institute for International Politics 
and Economics). In its in-house paper IPW-BERICHTE [No 8, Aug 1979] it 
declared that all efforts in this field were “bankrupt.” The development 
of research on the GDR was the history of a “permanent bankruptcy,’ and the 
only reason why that kind of research had not been liquidated was that 
political wishful thinking had gone a long way there toward programming 

the target and result. “Especially for people greatly interested in making 
a name for themselves,” according to the Institute, research on the GDR 
offered “broad opportunities for being active." There hardly was any 
scientifically sound and objective criticism of the subject matter itself; 
the debate among “schools” could not substitute for it. Anyone who had 
something to utter against the GDR, if possible in a pseudoscientific idiom, 
would become a crown witness in any of the numerous inquiries by the oppo- 
sition in parliament and served similarly oriented journalistic organs or 
radio stations as “an informant or activist." The topics discussed by those 
doing research on the GDR and the opinions disseminated about it often 
reminded of the “debate among scholastics on how many angels were likely 

to find room on the point of a pin.” The East Berlin Institute thought it 
was “scientifically foolish and politically inadequate” for certain schools 
doing research on the GDR to see their objective in trying to find out how 
thumbscrews could be put on the GDR by exploiting topical political con- 
figurations. Not more meaningful were the designs by some others of 
advocating some sort of “developmental aid" for the GDR in order thereby to 
“tie it down" and let internal differences ripen.

Death Throes--30 Years of Constant Defeat for ‘GDRologists'™] 


[Text] I have before me the book by the British jeurnalist John Steele, “In- 
side East Germany.” The author, a correspondent for THE GUARDIAN, seeks to 
provide his readers with a picture of the GDR from the bourgeois point of 
view. There is much one could object to in that book--its tendent tous 
selection of many facts, the distorted anticommunist valuation of many 
processes--but about one thing Steele is certain: the GDR's existence is 
irrevocable. And that precisely is what distinguishes him and many other 
GDR correspondents in England, France and the United States from the 
professional “GDRologists” in the FRG. That army of FRC ideologists 

that for 30 years now has been dealing with GDR politics and history serves 
one mission above all: it has to “prove” that socialism on German soil has 
no “survivability.” 


Prophesies and Rollback Policy 


In 1950 the “GDRologists” had prophesied: “The death throes of the Zone 
have started. Soon, death will occur." How death was supposed to occur 
was preprogrammed by U.S. Secretary of State John Foster Dulles, in his 
book titled "War or Peace." Within the scope of the rollback policy, the 
FRG was meant to assume a strategic outpost from 'shere the "Soviet communist 
military and political positions” in the GDR, Poland, the CSSR and other 
socialist countries were to be undermined. 


The “GDRologists™ counted as much on the difficult economic starting positions 
of the GDR as on the lasting effect of the anticommunist poison squirted for 
decades. They were not choosy in the choice of their means. Though many 

of them wear the toga of “defenders of the Christian West" and, at least 
during their Sunday sermons, learn of the precept of not bearing false 
witness against anyone, they are slandering the GDR as a “totalitarian 
regime,” as an “alien body on German soil,” and by other anticommunist 
cliches. Unconscionably, the “GDRologists” take a war against their 

“sisters and brothers” for granted. 


Propaganda Even for War 


As one of the numerous examples let us recall the article by Robert Ingrim, 
Konrad Adenaver's favorit: journalist, in KOELNER RUNDSCHAU of 10 July 1961: 
The West should have to use “all means of cold war, nerve war and hot war. 
That would include not only conventional armed forces and arms but also 
subversion, inciting internal resistance, underground work, undermining 
authority, sabotage, interference with transportation and the economy, 
disobedience, riots, revolution.” (When Ingrim referred to the “revolution,” 
he, like Hitler, meant of course the counterrevolution). 

















thing became of the less than pious wishes of people like Ingrim. The 
"“CDRologists” had to take cegnizance of facts they had wanted to prevent 
with all their strength. That includes the stability of the GDR, its inter- 
national authority, its integration in the socialist community of states. 
The “GDRologists” had to modify themes and titles of their books and adapt 
their tactics and language. While in the 1950's they wrote about the CDR 
as a “power without a mandate” (Richet) and as "Moscow's vestern province” 
(Ruehmland), the last book of a "GDRologists” who became prominent in 
recent years is entitled “The GDR Between East and West” (P. Ch. Ludz). 
Nothing has changed in these people indeed in terms of their remoteness 
from reality. 


Tactics Changed, the Goal Remains the Same 


The ministers of public worship and education in the FRC who, late in 1978, 
and based on the opinion of the "GDRologists,” advocated keeping “the German 
question open,” recommended among other things to take into consideration 
“the grown self-assurance cf the GDR citizens.” Their resolution shows that 
the language and tactics have been modified and the dealines have been ex- 
tended for “solving the German question,” to be sure, but the objectives have 
not changed. The “GDRologists” and their imperialist bosses still cannot 
make a secret of their hatred &g the CDR today. How else should one, for 
example, understand the thesis in FRANKFURTER ALLGEMEINE shat the “elimination 
of socialist society in the GDR has been postponed, to be sure, yet not been 
suspended.” An attitude like that, no matter what the “GDRologists” mean 

by it, also does harm, very definitely so, to the interests of the FRC 
citizens, who need detente and peaceful cooperation as all other nations. 


False Prophets Coing for Broke 


As in the last 30 vears, the “GDRologists"™ are going to continue during the 

next few weeks their anti-detente and hostile activities with special zeal. 

But they do not control the fate of socialism in the GDR. In the future too 
those false prophets, who claim to be dealing “scientifically” with the GDR 

as “CDRologists,” will suffer one fiasco after the other.

(Text) The visit (2 to 10 June 1979) of the Wejtyla pope from Poland to his 
homeland that he had left only after he was elected Bishop of Rome on 16 
October 1978 ended without there having occurred any incidents. However, it 
is possible that in the near future this first visit of a pope to a Communist 
country will be considered to have been the most important event for the com- 
munist states in the 1970's. All observers are agreed that the prestige of 
the Polish Church, which is powerful in any case, and of the Catholic Church 
in the other Eastern Bloc countries was given a tremendous boost which was 
“further increased by the capability--demonstrated in the organization of 
mass events--of discharging public responsibilities." The intent of the 
constitution notwithstanding, the party “appears less than ever to be the 
dominant force of the nation...the people's attitude during the papal visit 
clearly showed that the party has lost the competition for the soul of the 
nation, especially the soul of the young people. Actually, the only thing 
left to the party is to manage the utilization of the results it achieved in 
its economic policy--a sad lot for a communist party and in terms of its 
self-image, an impossible state of affairs."! 


Even if one considers such a statement to be an exaggeration, one must con- 
cede that if the social mobilization of the masses by the Church continues, 
the Polish United Workers Party will have to make concessions to the Church 
and the people, since otherwise the letdown after the pope-induced euphoria 
could turn the polarization into dangerous tension. In fact, one may ask 
what will become of an Eastern Bloc state "that expects the cooperation with 
the Church to ‘strengthen its security and international position’ (party 
leader Gierek)? For Polish socialism, things have come to a fine pass wher 
a pope--applauded by thousands of workers of the Nowa Huta Lenin Combine--c™ 








claim the ‘dignity of human labor’ to be a Christian category and when he is 
praised by the head of state for saying this."2 


To be sure, what appears to be a matter of «.u:ise for the other socialist 
states--namely that the regime needs Catholicism as a stabilizing force--does 
not apply to the Poland of Gomulka and Gierek. In no other country are over 
90 percent of the population baptized, with 80 percent attending church on a 
regular basis; nowhere else in the Eastern Bloc are the Church and the nat.on 
(Polish, a synonym fer Catholic) so closely linked. But what will happen, 
“if Catholicism as a stabilizing factor can be won over only at the price of 
intra-party conflicts or even a leadership crisis? Or if the Vatican's diplo- 
macy succeeds in attaining--via Poland--a breakthrough jeopardizing the entire 
syeten we state atheism--e.g. in the direction taken by the Italian Commun- 
ists?” 


The way the press handled the papal visit to Poland clearly conveys the 
embarrassment that the functionaries responsible for church policy experience 
vis-a-vis a pope from a people's republic. In Romania and Bulgaria, the 
information media practically ignored the event, which is understandable in 
view of the fact that these two states are predominantiy orthodox. The 
lungarian press published formal reports. Im the CSSR, the only more or less 
complete coverage was that provicce by the organ of the Christian satellite 
party LIDOVA DEMOCRACIE. While in Cathoiic Croatia the press was practically 
silent on the visit, coverage in ‘he Yugoslav republic of Slovenia, which is 
Catholic as well, was relatively complete. Albania regarded the evert as the 
result of the genuflection by Khrushchev and his revisionists before the 
Vatican. Like Hungary, the SED press exercised reserve. NEUES DEUTSCHLAND-- 
in a scant 40 iines on p. 13--mentioned merely the meetings with Edward 
Gierek and the chairman of the State Council, Henryk Jablonski, and the 
wreath-laying ceremony at the Tomb of the Unknown Soldier.4 Not a word about 
the fact that the pope is a Pole and that he had been Cardinal in Crakow. 
Another issue mentioned -in 22 lines--the pontifical mass and the sermon in 
Auschwitz.> And toward the end of the visit, a report of 32 lines merely 
stated that Jablonski had emphasized that the Polish nation on its part was 
“contributing to increased security through the country's just social order, 
the people's patriotic unity, the growing and modern economic potential, and 
a stable alliance.'’6 


Much more extensive coverage was provided by the papers of the GDR-CDU that 
were represented in Poland by special correspondents. Whereas initially they 
presented only comments by Polish observers--probably a precautionary measure 
vis-a-vis the GDR's official line-~-the NEUE ZEIT of 2, 5, 6, and 11 June pub- 
lished reasonably detailed accounts that also conveyed the joy of the faith- 
ful.8 But even these accounts again and again expressed the hope that the 
visit "may further the cause of peace, coexistence and cooperation among the 
nations.” 


It goes without saying that from the GDR press accounts one cannot draw any 
conclusions as to the GDR's stand on the Vatican's present Soviet Bloc 
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policy. Only in one instance did the meeting of the bishops from East and 
West, that was occasioned by the papal visit to Poland, produce a nervous 
reaction on the part of the GDR: State agencies inquired of the East Berlin 
Cardinal Bengsch why he had not participated in the pontifical mass in 
Auschwitz. All in all, however, the papal week in Poland was probably quite 
disturbing to the functionaries: In the streets banners proclaiming Jesus 
Christ the supreme goal of life; saints' images in the windows; Vatican flags 
side by side with flags of the People's Republic; gigantic images of the Holy 
Virgin. 


In the capitals of Eastern Europe, the puzzlement over the Vatican's future 
Eastern Bloc policy had set in with the election of a Pole to the Holy See. 
Thus the congratulatory messages from the communist heads of state and party 
leaders were couched in general terms and focused on the aspect of world 
peace. The telegram which Erich Honecker sent John Paul II directly after 
the election stated: "I am certain that your work will contribute to the 
consolidation of pez-e and international detente and thus will further the 
peaceful, trustful peration among states and peoples."9 Brezhnev expressed 
the hope that the pope would be able to do "fruitful work in the interest of 
international detente, friendship and peace among the nations."!0 An offi- 
cial line obligatory for Eastern Europe was established at the end of Octo- 
ber, when the Soviet journal NOVOYE VREMYA--reprinted without commentary in 
all Eastern Bloc capitols--stated: "The very fact that a Polish Cardinal 

has ascended to the Holy See proves that the myth of the ‘silent church’ in 
the socialist countries, which was started by Pius XII, is absurd...the first 
statements by John Paul II show that he intends to act in the spirit of the 
Second Vatican Council, a spirit which opens up possibilities in regard to a 
mpaeeesegtsen of relations between Church and state in the socialist coun- 
tries." 


Shortly after his election, the pope from Poland indicated "that in regard to 
the basic conception he intends to continue the Vatican's Soviet Bloc policy, 
which was formulated by John XXIII and further developed by Paul VI: In view 
of his own ‘front-line service' and of certain changes resulting from the 
CSCE (Conference on Security and Cooperation in Europe] process, this not 
only does not rule out shifts of emphasis, but even makes such shifts appear 
inevitable...:t appears that the communist rulers, too, consider his world- 
wide campaign for human rights, which springs from the universal perspective 
of faith, to be truly objective, not one-sided; consequently, they do not 
regard it as provocative. At any given time, the pope articulated the actual 
situation without beating about the bush.'"‘2 Thus the architect of the 
Vatican's Soviet Bloc policy, the Vatican's foreign minister, Archbishop 
Agostino Casaroli, was appointed Cardinal State Secretary, the highest office 
of the Roman Curia. Acting with unusual dispatch, the pope also met with 
leading representatives of the governments of the socialist camp. The GDR 
took special notice of the fact that its foreign minister, Oskar Fischer, 

was received in private audience as early as 28 October. It was emphasized 
"that this was the first official visit of a GDR government representative 

to the Holy See."15 Of great importance in terms of church policy was also 





the meeting between the pope and the Soviet foreign minister, Gromyko, on 24 
January 1979; this talk attracted attention on account of the fact that it 
took 2 hours and that it was conducted in private and in Russian, which 
language the pope speaks fluently. The Soviet leadership, which spoke of the 
“very positive atmosphere" and "cordialness" of the discussion, was obviously 
interested in finding out about potential shifts of emphasis in the Vatican's 
Soviet Bloc policy. The official discussion topics mentioned included "peace, 
peaceful coexistence and international cooperation," but also "problems con- 
cerning the Catholic Church in the USSR." 


It is against this background that one must view the meeting between the GDR 
state secretary for church affairs, Hans Seigewasser, with Cardinal Alfred 
Bengsch on 13 February 1979. The official press communiques stated: "Refer- 
ring to the latest papal statements, Cardinal Bengsch pointed out that the 
Church intended to serve the cause of peace by promoting the values and prin- 
ciples that are conducive to rapprochement and peace among the nations and 
which form the basis of the international commonweal." And further: ‘The 
partners state that since the establishment of the GDR, the contacts between 
the state secretary for church affairs and the representatives and agents of 
the Catholic Church have contributed to a frank exchange of views, mutual 
understanding, and positive settlements of technical problems."!4 The state- 
ments indicate that both sides were motivated by the desire--in the face of 
the new pontificate--to work out a tolerable compromise, a desire which in 
GDR church policy had already become apparent in the talk between Honecker 
and the leadership of the Protestant Church League on 6 March 1978. That this 
cannot be accomplished without conflicts is indicated by the cautious comment 
of a GDR-CDU politician, Hubertus Guske, editor in chief of the CDU-supported 
BEGEGNUNG, a "Journal for Catholics in Church and Society" (thus the subtitle 
since 1979, previously “Journal for Progressive Catholics"): "Although the 
first years after the establishment of the GDR were marked by instances of 
unproductive confrontation, both sides persisted in the attempt to establish 
at least a minimum consensus in regard to basic problems of coexistence." And 
in regard to the contacts with Rome, the <ame article states: "Although no 
diplomatic relations exist between our state and the Vatican, the mutual con- 
tacts have been extended in the interest of all concerned." This development 
is considered necessary, because "proceeding on their own, neither Catholics 
nor Communists can realize the international commonweal .""15 


It is safe to assume that it is precisely this conclusion that both the com- 
munist politicians in charge of church affairs and the Vatican's experts 
responsible for Eastern Bloc diplomacy arrived at after the papal visit. The 
objective of this Eastern Bloc policy has probably remained the same. As 
early as 1974, Casaroli stated in an interview: "Millions of faithful live 
under a communist regime. The Holy See cannot ignore them and simply proceed 
to the order of the day; it cannot relinquish its responsibility--a responsi- 
bility resting with the Holy See by virtue of divine right--to the respective 
local hierarchy; it cannot restrict itself to praying for these millions or 
simply expressing its regrets and protesting against their lot. The Holy See 
is obligated to pursue an active Soviet Bloc policy."!6 This policy has 














always been criticized on the grounds that the Vatican--unfamiliar with com- 
munist practices vis-a-vis the churches--ignored the church administrations 
of the individual countries and thus pursued a policy opposed to the inter- 
ests of the local churches. In regard to this criticism, Casaroli said at 
that time: "As far as the episcopates of the respective countries are con- 
cerned, one can say with a clear conscience that the Holy See is committed 
to trying and will continue to try to consult with the bishops and to obtain 
their agreement regarding the policy pursued."!7 


It was in Poland in particular that concern has again and again been expressed 
in regard to Vatican highhandedness vis-a-vis the local bishops. Now that a 
Pole has been elected Pope there are no longer any grounds for such criticism. 
To be sure, some of the statements the pope made during his visit to Poland 
indicate that in regard to the problem of church-state relations in Poland he 
intends to play a more prominent role than did the popes preceding him. How- 
ever, the pope is motivated here not by considerations related specifically 
to Poland, but by superior considerations of the universal Church, for in 
other communist countries the Church's position is considerably weaker. The 
normalization of church-state relations in Poland is to be a test case and 
precedent for other countries.!8 Three points in particular are presently 
being discussed in Polish party circles--and this discussion is bound to have 
an effect on other states: The legal status of the Church as an institution 
in state and society, which cannot be left unsettled indefinitely; the limits 
to the equality of the faithful in regard to civil rights, which limits are 
totally incompatible with the constitution; and the party's position on reli- 
gion in general. 


All along, the Vatican's Soviet Bloc policy was defined by four theses: 

1. The classical concordat policy is not a suitable model for agreements with 
communist parties, for this would require a high measure of accommodation from 
either side and could lead to misunderstandings on the part of either party 
(see the 1933 Concordat with Hitler). 2. Partial solutions are preferable to 
comprehensive agreements that are attainable only with difficulty and that 
ultimately are unenforceable. 3. The religious welfare of the faithful is to 
be guaranteed. And since it can be guaranteed only in a peaceful world, the 
Vatican desires detente. 4. The relations with the Soviet Union have prior- 
ity. The Vatican is trying to convince the Soviet Union that a religious 
leader residing abroad need not be a disruptive factor in domestic affairs. 


It appears that for these reasons the Vatican under the new pope is interested 
in diplomatic relations as well. At a press conference on 22 January 1979, 
Vienna's Cardinal Koenig stated that the rumors concerning the possibility of 
diplomatic contacts were "not totally unfounded.” It remains to be seen 
whether the socialist states are interested in such relations. So far, no 
request for establishment of diplomatic relations has come to light. 


This goes also for the GDR which since 1972 has shown itself to be interested 
in more or less regular contacts with the Vatican. This interest became 
first apparent when representatives of the two sides met on the periphery of 
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the CSCE (Conference for Security and Cooperation in Europe] negotiations in 
Helsinki. Further contacts were made via the Belgrade nunciature and--at the 
beginning of 1973--through Special Ambassador Oelsner in Rome, where on 24 
January 1973 an SED delegation which happened to be in Italy and which was 
headed by Politburo member Werner Lamberz met with Casaroli. This develop- 
ment reached its culmination when Casaroli visited the GDR at the invitation 
of Foreign Minister Fischer (9 to 10 June 1975). After agreements had been 
concluded with the governments in Warsaw, Prague and Budapest and after con- 
tacts had been established with Moscow, Bukarest and Havana, the GDR could no 
longer be excluded from the Vatican's Soviet Bloc policy--massive opposition, 
even by the bishops in the Federal Republic, notwithstanding. After the con- 
clusion of the inner-German Basic Agreement, the unusually rapid adaptation 
of the church administration in the former German Eastern territories had put 
the Vatican on the spot. The SED could not understand why it should take 
second place to Poland in regard to a settlement. 


In this regard, it should be pointed out tha* although officially the Catholic 
Church had after 13 August 1961 continued to uphold the principle of a unified 
church led by the Fulda German Episcopal Conference, it had established an 
independent administration in the GDR. Decisions concerning the GDR Church 
were taken by the so-called Berlin Conference of Ordinaries, the association 
of Catholic bishops in the GDR. The GDR Government was probably never satis- 
fied with this not very clear-cut separation of the GDR Catholics from the 
Church in the Federal Republic. However, it was possibly in consideration of 
the Vatican, through which the GDR hoped to be able to establish an inter- 
national reputation, that the demand for the "establishment of independent 
dioceses for the territory of our state"!9 was not raised until 1972, long 
after the pressure on the Protestant churches had led to the establishment of 
the League of Protestant Churches in the GDR. Indeed, the fact that only two 
church jurisdictions--the Meissen Diocese and the Goerlitz Apostolic Adminis- 
tration--were located in their entirety on GDR territory must have appeared 
to the GDR as a relic from the period before the erection of the Berlin wall. 
And in terms of ecclesiastical law, this situation has remained unchanged; 
for the other jurisdictions are still commissionerships and general vicariates 
of Federal German dioceses. Thus the administrative units--now called Epis- 
copal Offices--of Erfurt, Meiningen (now merged with Erfurt), Magdeburg, and 
Schwerin belong to Fulda, Wuerzburg, Paderborn, and Osnabrueck respectively, 
while a number of parishes belong to Hildesheim. The Berlin Diocese is a 
special case, since it includes West Berlin which in accordance with ecclesi- 
astical law is administered by the East Berlin Cardinal Bengsch who is per- 
mitted several times a month to attend to his official duties in the western 
part of the city. Thus in terms of ecclesiastical law the GDR's original 
claim to West Berlin is not called in question--a fact that is likely to be 
appreciated by the SED and that has hardly been noted by the West German 
public. Consequently, none of the demands for recognition of the national 
borders as borders of ecclesiastic organizational arrangements, including 
arrangements by the Catholic Church, touched on the issue of church jurisdic- 
tion in regard to West Berlin. 
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The Vatican was slow in complying with the GDR's wishes. In March 1970, it 


installed at Schwerin and Magdeburg not suffragans--as had been customary-- 
but adjutant bishops. While this new canonical arrangement for the GDR did 
not make these dioceses autonomous, their dependence on the West was reduced. 
Since this did not in the least come up to the GDR's expectations, the GDR at 
the beginning of the 1970's began to adopt a more intransigent attitude vis- 
a-vis Rome and the bishops. Thus the BEGEGNUNG warned: "In contrast to the 
Polish episcopate, the bishops in the GDR have never urged the Vatican to 
decree a fundamental rearrangement of church jurisdictions in accordance with 
political realities. The public has never understood this restraint and 
there have been quite a few critics who accused some of the bishops in the 
GDR of a lack of national consciousness; others felt that the bishops’ atti- 
tude approximated the political position of the West German hierarchy."20 


The installation of Apostolic Administrators in Erfurt, Magdeburg and Schwerin 
in 1973 was probably a result of the meeting between Willi Stoph and the 
Berlin Cardinal on 24 August 1972. Although juridically the ties between the 
GDR diocesan parishes and the dioceses in the West were not severed, the pre- 
siding bishops now were juridically independent of the Federal German dio- 
ceses. Not until 26 Qctober 1976 did the Holy See make public another step, 
which is definitely attributable to Casaroli's visit to the GDR: Under the 
name of Berlin Episcopal Conference, an independent conference of GDR bishops 
was established as Auctoritas Territorialis and endowed with the "functions 
and rights granted by the prevailing canonical regulations to the independent 
episcopal conferences for their respective territories."2! 


In this connection, it was expressly pointed out "that the existence of two 
parallel episcopal conferences does not affect the problems at issue between 
the two German states, including the national question." Thus each German 
state now has its own episcopal conference. Commented the BEGEGNUNG: "Thus 
the present second step?? effected the organizational separation of the epis- 
copal conferences and thus of the Church in the two German states. The neces- 
sary third step, namely the full canonical alignment of the juridical bound- 
aries with the national boundaries through the elevation of the present Epis- 
copal Offices of Erfurt, Magdeburg and Schwerin to the status of canonically 
independent church jurisdictions, would conclude the normalization." 23 So 
far, this step has not been taken. It would give rise to problems of inter- 
national law, since it would bear on the Reich Concordat of 1933. Consequent- 
ly, without the consent of the Federal Government, the establishment of inde- 
pendent GDR dioceses would hardly be possible. 


It should be noted, however, that at least since the election of the new pope 
such a demand has no longer been raised in the GDR. On the contrary, it has 
been emphasized again and again that there are no longer any open questions. 
Thus the BEGEGNUNG stated in April of this year: "Part of the state's con- 
structive policy toward the church--a policy oriented toward understanding 
and trustful cooperation--are the GDR's successful efforts to establish 
matter-of-fact contacts with the Holy See...The trustful relations between 
the Church and the state which are characterized by objectivity and loyalty... 
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are the foundation on which the Church's activities have unfolded in the 30 
years since the establishment of the GDR ."24 


It remains to be seen what course future events will take. Obviously, the 
GDR does not want to create any new problems vis-a-vis the Catholic Church, 
at least as long as the course of the Vatican's Soviet Bloc policy under the 
Polish pontificate has not definitively been mapped out. The papal visit to 
Poland has certainly set a great many things in motion. There is no doubt 
that the Wojtyla pope shows a greater measure of personal commitment in his 
Soviet Bloc policy, which is primarily oriented toward pastoral objectives. 
This policy appears to have received fresh impetus. On either side, there 
are shifts of emphasis that are oriented toward relaxation of the tense 
church-state relations rather than toward an intensification »f confrontation. 
The only exception here appears to be the CSSR which immediately before the 
papal visit placed under detention the Catholic representatives of the Charter 
77, although Prague's Cardinal Tomasek--who ordinarily is practically placed 
under house arrest--was allowed to go to Poland. What long-term consequences 
will result from the papal visit to Poland "no one canmy today. The only 
thing that can be said with certainty is that the future of communism in 
Poland and of religion in Eastern Europe will remain bound up with the monu- 
mental event of this papal visit."25 
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WRITER CLAIMS HUMAN RIGHTS HONORED ONLY SUPERFICIALLY 
Paris IRODALMI UJSAG in Hungarian Jul-Aug 79 pp 1-2 
[Article by Miklos Haraszti: “The ‘Hungarian Miracle'"] 


[Text] Introduction: Miklos Haraszti, who appears 
for the first time with his writing in the IRODALMI 
UJSAG, does not have to be introduced at length to 
our readers. In our January-February, 1974 issue ve 
have reviewed extensively the minutes of those legal 
proceedings in Budapest in the course of which the 
29-year-old author and sociologist was convicted 
and was given 8 months suspended sentence for 
“serious incitement.” At the center of the indict- 
ment stood the manuscript of his book entitled 
“Darabber" [Piece Wage], in which he summarized 

his experiences in the Red Star Tractor Factory. 
Since then, the book has appeared in the West in 


several languages. 


At the present time, Miklos Haraszti is on a study 

tour in the West and in January of this year he parti- 
cipated in Florence in an international conference whose 
topic was: “Democracy and Thinking Differently in East- 
ern Europe." The following article is the text of his 
lecture at that conference. 


When following Western press reports about Hungary, it is almost as if we 
were faced with Spain of the 1960's which was only waiting for Juan Carlos. 
The picture that these reports present about Hungary could also have served 
as Spain's coat-of-arms in those years. 


The setting in this instance is also a monolithic corporate state, which 
denies civil liberties to its citizens. We can only vaguely make out in 
the background the outlines of a democratic revolution that had been put 
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dcown with the help of outside intervention. In the foreground stand consoli- 
dation and stabilization cn every front. There is a relatively balanced 
economic development, active engagement in the world market, as well as a 
pragmatic technocracy in possession of power. The irreconcilable elements are 
either in immigration or in isolation. Prisons nowadays seldom get new in- 
mates. The working classes are working, and they live better than ever be- 
fore. The whole picture of the coat-of-arms is lighted up by the sun of 
tourism and international recognition. 


Very few of the observers can withstand the temptation to also view the se- 
quence on the basis of the Spanish model. An Orwellian government was never 
more popular with the free press thar) the current Hungarian Government. One 
could put a whole dictionary together from those cliches and commonplace 
expressions whereby the international press tries to convey to its readers 
the impression that, contrary to the neighboring countries, in Hungary it 

is not impossible for a progressive democratic transformation to take place. 


But if the hero of Semprun's book “The War Has Ended,” were to live in Hun- 
gary, he would have even more reason than his Spanish counterpart to reject 
this optimistic view. In contrast to foreign observers, he would clearly 
see that there is no chance in Hungary for the rise of a Juan Carlos. He 
would recognize that the praises directed at the pragmatic and flexible 
dictatorship are simply congratulations for a well-performed trade. He 
would know that the Spanish parallel is applicable only up to the halfway 
point. 


The climate of Hungarian society is being influenced by the frigid winds 

of Siberia, and not by the warmth of the Mediterranean. This society has 
only a tired memory of the revolution. It does have a tired intelligentsia, 
but it lacks an upcoming intelligentsia. It does have dissatisfied youth, 
but it lacks an enthusiastic youth. It does have citizens with a split 
personality, but it lacks independent-minded citizens. Its working classes-- 
all intellectual theoreticians not withstanding--would not be willing to 
oppose the centers of power, unless they were to be pushed into the corner 
and were hungry. They are not sworn to any kind of historical necessity. 

As long #s they have something to feed their children, they accommodate 
themselves to their subjugated conditions. 


It should be evident even from this that Semprun's Hungarian heroes have 

to face a different kind of power than the originai hero. I have in mind 

not only the fact that this power--faithful to the Soviet type of socialism-- 
is exercising a much greater degree of control over society than do the 

rival dictatorships. Hungarian state socialism differs even from that of 

its neighbors only in that it has recognized and uses its power in accordance 
with its true nature. 


In 1956 this power had a chance to come face to face with that explosive 
force which can only be elicited by merciless oppression. Today it already 
views with a certain disdain its neighbors who are still able to perceive 
power only in administrative terms and who trust nothing but prisons. Ini- 
tially, Hungarian politicians were forced to recognize, then they understood 
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and still later they came to like the unique force of impotence of the system 
of state socialism. The concentration of political, military, economic and 
cultural powers into a simple center is in itself a force of such magnitude, 
and such compelling power within the frame of everyday life, that even its 
sparing use is sufficient to ensure continuity. The Budapest government it- 
self went through a process of self-education, until finally it reached this 
state of wisdom that is appropriate even for Confucius. 


“One must grant breathing space to the intelligentsia, and not suppress it with 
the help of the state. One must strive for the faithfulness of one's citi- 
zens not with the help of stupid policemen but through careful selectivity and 
a “numerus clausus” in the educational system. One must ensure that he who 
moves within the channels of the system should enjoy tangible advantages. 
Instead of handling them as cases for high treason, one must attempt to 

make the inflexible frame somewhat more flexible and more viable.” 


In Budapest they have come to understand that neither the technocrats, nor 
the scholars, nor even the artists are necessarily the vanguards of the 
struggle for liberty. They may become such vanguards but only if their 
aspiration remain unfulfilled. Im general, the regime came to realize that 
these functionally leading social strata, which in a nationalized industrial 
society have occupied the place of the bourgeoisie, also have real interests. 
Moreover, it has remained unperturbed by the recognition that these inter- 
ests can in fact be satisfied in a monolithic state. 


This is how the “Hungarian miracle” came into being. Hungarian society is 
in the process of demonstrating that it can be transformed from a post- 
Stalinist crisis-society into a lasting civilization; and with careful con- 
cessions, the planning, organizing, directing and cultural intelligentsia 
can become supporters of the monolithic state. It is not enough for these 
Strata to serve the state. Security demands that they should also consti- 
tute the state. Without relinquishing its monolithic identity, the Hungarian 
state has reoriented itself to become the real protection of the interests 
of these new strata that are the products of the process of total nationali- 
zation. 


The technocrats and the economists generally do not protest when the state 
strips the workers under their supervision of their rights. The primary 
consideration of these specialists is that the state should not impede such 
pragmatic reforms that are intended to make supervision into a true and 
effective systen. 


The scientist's goal is to be able to pursue research. Thus, until state 
guidance means simply the availability of equipment and of orders--in other 
words real influence, and not commitment to stupid dogmas--they have no 
reason to try to act independently. Why couldn't for example, sociologists 
study real social conflicts? All one has to do is to oblige them to finish 
their conclusions with useful proposals for the state. They should not 

try to be sociologists of sociology, but rather sociologists of the state. 
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Not even artists are necessarily trustees of the holy spirit of liberty. They 
are not really born enemies of the totalitarian state. According to a cynical 
Hungarian joke-—-which is typical of Budapest and not of Solzhenitsyn--if 
Solzhenitsyn would have been appointed in time to the presidency of the 
Writers’ Union, then his "Gulag" would never have been written. Moreover, 

if someone else would have authored it, Solzhenitsyn would undoubtedly have 
voted for his expulsion. Directed culture is in fact a viable one and the 
artists themselves can keep it going. This is the recognition that signifies 
the apogee of the Hungarian Government's unquestionable wisdom. Nationalized 
art assures considerable advantages to the artists; and all one has to do is 
to guarantee these advantages. 


Artists must not be viewed as propagandists, but rather as advisors. They 
should not be obliged to illustrate party decisions. Rather, they should be 
the tacit and artistic voices of those powers that may serve to hinder the 
process of integration. The artist has to be transformed into a responsible 
expert, into the elaborator of aesthetic needs of public and private life. 
The obligation of the state is to put into effect the views of these ad- 
visors. And why shouldn't the state do this, even to the extent of giving 
in to criticism, when these artists are simply producing expert opinions of 
the state's own welfare? 


The enlightened version of this directed culture can really produce “miracles.” 
Thus, in 1977, the most famous member of the 1956 writers’ generation has 
openly condemned the Czechoslovak authors of Charter 1977, as well as its 

few Hungarian supporters. We have no reason to doubt that he had expressed 
his honest opinion. But one must also know the fact that in the meanwhile 

he had become the official prince of the writers, as well as a subject in 

the comprehensive examinations preceding graduation from secondary schools. 
The makers of cultural policy know that even without censors, artists gen- 
erally practice self-censorship, especially if it is possible to keep alive 
a voluntary commitment toward the common welfare. All these formulators have 
to do is to watch that in the eyes of the artists they should be identified 
with the system which officially supports the artists’ prestige. I know of 
many good artists also here in the West who--being subjected to the whims of 
the marketplace--are dreaming precisely of such a situation of being supported 
by such an all-powerful patron. One can hardly doubt that nowadays a cen- 
tralized society can lend its weight more than ever before to the support of 
artistic recognition. There are very few artists who can withstand the pres- 
sures of such a great recognition. In Hungary they even know that insofar 

as there are such dissenting artists, they don't have to be imprisoned. All 
they have to do is to give an artist an exit visa. Then he can talk without 
self-censorship at various dissident international conferences. But he can- 
not really state with clear conscience that his arguments against directed 
culture represent any kind of artistic concensus in Hungary. 


In short, the Hungarian regime has recognized that it can avoid producing 
its own Juan Carlos's and its own Dubcek'’s. It thus became the pioneer of 
the civilization of state socialism. It is searching for new paths and fo~ 
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methods of survival for this social system, which is already the most success- 
ful experimentation of an industrial society in its effort to cast off the 
dead weight of human rights. Hungarian politics is consciously searching for 
those concessions which are not weakening the post-Stalinist foundatiors. 

The culminating result of these achievements is the fact that in Hungary 

there is no independent culture. 


Dissidents who appear at international forums complain about the Hungarian 
system--in total disagreement with the generally conciliatory views of the 
Westerners—-nowadays generally strike a very sorry figure. I have no inten- 
tion of claiming that life in Hungary is not much more tolerable than in 
several of the neighboring states. But I would like to point out two facts 
concerning the present and the future, so as to lessen our illusions. 


My concern is the question of progress. Not only Marxists have fallen into 
the error of interpreting historical evolution as necessary progress. Such 
Optimism might lead to the falsification of the goals that Hungarian society 
has already achieved or can achieve under the present systen. 


It is misleadingly optimistic and specifically wrong to assert that Hungary 
has made gains in the area of human rights. The regime has refused to engage 
in open trials wherein known intellectuals would be accused. But this does 
not mean that it would fail to persecute unknown workers, students and others 
of the lower ranks with the same unchanged rigidity, should they try to prac- 
tice their freedom of speech. Like in the 1950's, even a single expression 
is enough to land one in jail. Many hundreds of legal proceedings are being 
initiated on the basis of the legal paragraph that limits freedom of speech. 
This paragraph No 127 of the Law Code is the very same paragraph that is 
being used in the neighboring countries to sertence noted intellectuals. 
About half of these proceedings end with prison sentences. At the present 
moment 140 persons are in jail for having expressed differing views. Thus, 
the popular Western view that in Hungary there are no political prisoners is 
sadly untrue. The number of these trials is not really less, even in ab- 
solute numbers, than in the neighboring states. While this misinformation 

is bad enough, it is even worse that the Hungarian intellectuals fail to 
protest against this clearcut violation of human rights. This lack of pro- 
test does not speak for progress even if it appears that way. This is a new 
piece of information on the nature of the "Hungarian miracle." 


Nor is the score more favorable in other areas of human rights. Hungarian 
regulations concerning passports are less liberal than their Polish counter- 
parts. Moreover, passports are being denied to many hundreds per year simply t 
because of political reasons. The right of assembly has not changed at all | 
since 1948. Everything that seems like progress in this area stems from 

the more relaxed attitudes and of the actual privileges enjoyed by a select 

group. Western visitors should not entrust the cabbage to the goat. If 

they do not wish to confuse certain well-selected privileges with alleged 

progress in human rights, then they should not try to secure their informa- 

tion from members of this select group. 
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The general view about the petential future of Hungarian state socialis= 
also needs to be corrected. The “Hungarian miracle” is not a trend that 
under fortunzte circumstances might lead to democratization, and under less 
fortunate circumstances to a conflict with reactionary neighbors. Neither 
this nor that is the question here. What we see really is an undertaking 
that has released the hidden historical reserves of the state socialist 
system and then, avoiding the formation of an opposition,it reached a degree of 
stability. But viewing the absence of an opposition as proof for a trend 
toward freedom does not say much for the strong demccratic conviction of the 
individual. The limits of Hungarian developments are exactly there, where 
the similar limits of the other state socialist systems--more specifically 
where the rights to freedom begin. Neither today nor in the future can the 
current Hungarian regime trespass these limits. Illusions concerning these 
limits were clearly liquidated by the Czechoslovak intervention of 1968. Not 
even the Hungarian intelligentsia shares these illusions anymore. Its sup- 
port, therefore, is all the more pragmatic. 


The moral lesson of the Hungarian developments is that progress should not 

be measured by the number of repressive measures against noted personalities. 
The progress of liberty has only one reliable scale, namely the number of 
free individuals. Thus, in spite of the greater repression in today's Poland, 
Polish society is still freer than its Hungarian counterpart. The reason for 
this is that there are more individuals who dare and want to speak, act and 
live without self-censorship. 


Hungarian state socialiem with all its air of liberalism demonstrates only 
what the other state socialist systems demonstrate with the air of terror- 
ism, namely that there are no institutional guarantees for freedom. The 
whole history of socialism is a proof of the pointlessness of that tendency 
according to which we are trying to secure freedom through the transformation 
of institutions. A controlled individual is just as much at the mercy of 

a liberal state socialist government, as he was at the mercy of a terroristic 
State. We are not going to be aided by some sort of a scientific solution 
either. We can only change ourselves. This, of course, is a possibility that 
not even ine “Hungarian airacle” can prevent. As it is evident, I am not a 
pessimist.

/Decree No 276 of the Council of State on Some Measures For Improving Foreten 
Trade Activit 7 


‘Text / The Council of State of the Socialist Republic of Romania decrees: 


Article 1. The enterprises and departments authorized to carry out foreign 
trade operations and international economic cooveration, their purpose of 
activity by groups of products, services and projects, their subordination 
and headquarters are as provided in Appendices Nos 1-16. 


The Ministry of Foreign Trade an:! International Economic Cooveration may detait! 
the purpose of activity of the enterorises an4 departments of foreten trade and 
international economic cooperation within the listing of products, services 
and projects established by this decree. 


Article 2. The foreign trade eaterprises and departments will carry out ex- 
port and import activities, international economic cooveration and commercial 
operations for contribution of hard currency and, where cause exists, will 
organize “servicc” activity and will aseure the necessary spare parts in ac@ord- 
ance with their purpose of activity as established by this decree. 


In carrving owt these activities, wider conditions of the lav, they will assure 
the broad promotion o! exports, of actions of cooperation in production and 

of other forms of international economic cooperation and, on this basia, 
achievement of a balance between imports and exports, particularly bv con- 
cluding long-term contracts. 


The importing of installations ,machinery, equipment and suba:semblies will be 
arranged predominancly within the actions of cooperation and export actico 1s 
of products within the branch of machine construction. 
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Article 3. Complex exports, including component parts and srare parts for 
first supply, as well as necessary exports for carrying out construction and 
const ruction-assembly vrojects abroad will be carried out by the foreign 

trade enterprises and departments for which purpose these kinds of exports 

or projects are provided as general foreign supplier, even if the component 
parts, spare parts and particular materials are part of the purpose of activi- 
ty of other enterprises of foreign trade, international economic cooneration. 


Arcicle 4. The importing of technological lines and installations for vro- 
jects, including component parts and spare parts for first supply specific to 
these technological lines and installations, will be done by the foreign trade 
enterprises and departments of international economic cooneration for the 
purpose of which this importing is provided as the general importer, even if 
the component parts or spare parts for the particular imports are part of the 
purpese of activity of other foreign trade enterprises and departments of 
international economic cooperation. 


Article 5. Imports for completisa, together with the attached spare parts, 
intended for the exporting of complex installations, machinery and equioment 
as well as what is intended for projects being carried out abroad will be 
done by the foreign trade e«terprises and departments wh‘ch export instal la- 
tions, machinery and eqr:ipment or which carry out the psrticular projects. 


Article 6. The foreign trace enterprises and departments which carrv out 
exports or imports under the conditions of Articles 3, 4 and 5 are required 
to bring into agreement beforehand the technical and commercial conditions, 
including those of price and payment, of these exports or imports with the 
foreign trade enterprises and departments whose purpose of activity is the ex- 


porting or importing of component parts and spare parts and the particular 
materials. 


Article 7. The importing operations intended for research will be carried 
out only with the advisement of the National Council for Science and Technologv. 


Article 8. The degree of organization of the enterprises of foreign trade and 
international economic cooperation is provided in Appendix Yo 17.* 


Article 9. The enterprises of foreign trade and international economic coop- 
eration are required to organize departments for analyzing prices and the 
economic efficiency of the commercial operations and cooperation actions to 
achieve superior utilization of the projects they export or the services thev 
carry out. 


The foreign trade enterprises and departments are required to vermanently studv 
the trends of the foreign markets and to inform the production units with a 
view to adapting production to their requirements. 





* The appendix is being sent to the institutes concermed. 
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Article 10. The activities of foreign trade and international economic coop- 
eration which move from one wit to another in accordance with the provisions 
of this decree, together with the attached assets and liabilities established 
on the basis of the balance closed on 31 July 1979 and with the economic, fi- 
nancial indicators and contracts concluded or in the course of being immroved, 
are handed over-taken over through protocols concluded between the ministries 
and central organs wider which are the foreien trade enterprises and devart- 


ments or between these units if they are under the same ministry or central 
organ. 


The State Planning Committee and the Ministry of Finances will make proposals 
for modifving the economic-financial indicators and the volume and structure 
of the state budget for 1979-1980 by 31 August 1979 appronriatelv. 


The personnel fulfilling tasks linked with the activities handed over-taken 
over in accordance with paragraph 1 of this article and which pass to other 
units are considered transfered in the interest of their iobs. 


The personnel and salary fund attached are handed over-taken over with respect

(CISI), which will take place in our country's capital be- 
tween 10-17 August 1960, will draw from now on the atten-

[Ruestion/ To begin with, please tell us about the main international con- 
gresees on historical sciences in the past. 


[newex] The initial International Congress on Historical Sciences met ins 
period when historical science was concerned with finding the sost suitable 
methods of investigation for understanding the development of human society. 





* As far back as in 1977, our periodical initiated the publication of the 
firet information and articles devoted to the preparations for the congress 
in Bucharest in 1960, opening this series with the interview given to 
MAGAZIN ISTORIC by Prof Dr K. D. Brdmann, chairman of the International 
Committee on Historical Sciences (No 12, 1977). ‘There followed the inter- 
views given by Henri Michel, chairman of the International Committee for 
the History of World War II (CIRM), and Gen P. Jilin and Arthur Punk, CIRM 
vice chairmen, (No 10, 1978) and Prof Mack Thompson, executive director of 
the American Historical Association (No 4, 1979). 
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It took place in Paris in 1900. But, I beliewe, the chronological element 
was not decisive. What weighed gore in the balance were the positivistic 
view's clashes with the historical materialistic view in full offensive. 


The same reasons alec led to the periodic scheduling of such international 
discussions between historians. Another three international congresses on 
history took place before the outbreak of World War I: one in Rome in 1903, 
another in Berlin after 5 years, and the third in London in 1915. 


The Fifth International Congress on History, which held its proceedings in 
Brussels, took place 5 years after the end of World War I (1923). Another 
three congresses followed, recurring at 5-year intervals: i928 in Oslo, 
1933 in Warsaw and 1956 in Zurich. 


World War II, with its succession of calamities, when countries ani peoples 
were overrun by aggressive fascias, prevented the meeting of historians.

And not last 
of all for the confrontation between the two views and methods of research: 
the historical saterialistic view, embraced by more and sore historians not 
only in the socialist countries but also in the nonsocialist countries, and 
the idealistic view.

What ensured the success of the following International Congress on Histori- 
cal Sciences, seeting in Vienna in 1965, was the sore complete, sore logical- 
ly arranged group of subjects, with major topics and with chronological ones, 
set in the four sain historical ages (ancient, middle, modern and contempo- 
rary), with better organization of the activity of the commissions. The de- 
bates were marked by lively ideological confrontations, with the historical 
materialistic view gaining greater prestige, through the great number of ad- 
herents and through its superiority in comparison with the various idealistic 
views, some downright systical.

[ansvez] Tes, in 1970 and 1975. The congress in 1970 met in Moscow—for the 
first time in a socialist country. The range of subjecte preserved, on the 
whole, the structure of the preceding congress, into the framework of which 
were put other problems of great significance referring to the genesis of 
peoples, the encounters between civilisations, the struggle for liberation of 
the nations, and the objective and subjective conditions for historical proc- 
esses.* A more important place was given to contemporary history and thus 
the discussions were sore lively, sore absorbing. 


The last International Congress on Historical Sciences took place in the sum- 
mer of 1975 in San Francisco (United States). Byolution and revolution in 
history could be considered the central topic of the subjects discussed at 
this congress.

One 
easily understands the great interest in such problems and, at the same tine, 
the lively discussions, sometimes too lively, between participants with dif- 
ferent views about the world and society.

MSaturally, it is a ques- 
tion of a complex of factors that either it is not possible to describe in 
this context or aaybe it is not necessary since they are present in every- 
thing that we think and do, in all fields of human activity. However, it is 
not possible to omit the emphasis on the creative view in the different 
fields of research, including the field of history, that is, the historical 
and dislectical materialias that is the basis for depicting the past, the 
present and the future.

TWO PAPERS RAISE ISSUE OF BULGARIAN WAR CRIMINALS 


[Editorial Report] The 26 August 1979 issue of BORBA (Belgrade, page 7) 
reprints an article from the Yugoslav war veterans paper, 4 JUL, condemning 
the “Bulgarian war criminal, Ivan Kutsarov, who as head of the intelligence 
section of the 15th artillery regiment of the Bulgarian fascist army,... 
was responsible for the torture and deaths of over 30 prisoners of war in- 
cluding many partisans,” near Prilep, Macedonia, in 1942-44. Although 
after the war he was sentenced to 14 years, the sentence was never carried 
out. “Thus it happened that many war criminals never paid for their 
crimes--among them Kutsarov and General Ivan Marinov"™ under whom he served. 
“These people whose actions sowed discord and hatred among nations, who, 

in serving fascist Germany and its criminal ideals, slaughtered and killed, 
are now respected citizens. General Marinov is a member of the Bulgarian 
Academy of Arts and Sciences” and has written his memoirs which speak about 
the ‘non-existence of the Macedonian nation and the compassion and honor- 
able intentions of the Bulgarian liberating fascist army’ in Macedonia.” 


On the other hand, the 20 August 1979 issue of NOVA MAKEDONIJA (Skopje, 
page 3), in an article by its Sofia correspondent, Bosko Nacevski, reports 
om the trial of three war criminals recently by a military court in Pleven, 
Bulgaria. WNacevski states that the only Bulgarian paper to report on this 
trial was OTECHESTVEN FRONT and the details that were given were “very hazy 
and the explanations unsatisfactory, so that the younger readers will find 
themselves faced with unclear and unresolved dilemmas, being unable to 
obtain a clear picture of the actions of these members of the regular 
Bulgarian monarcho-fascist army and its presence in Macedonia.” 


The three were convicted of “brutal murders during the time of the ‘libera- 
tion’ of Macedonia.” Their commander was Dimitur Kutsarov, who was caught 
in Veliko Turnovo, Bulgaria in 1960, sentenced to death and executed the 
following year. Another member of the group, Atanas Dimitrov, died before 
he was apprehended. Those sentenced at this trial were Iliya Kolarov of 
Varna to 18 years, Rayko Raykov of Shumen to 19 years and Ivan Uzunov of 
Sofia to 15 years. WNacevski adds: “The hunt for war criminals in Bulgaria 
is not over. Because, as OTECHESTVEN FRONT has written, there is no ob- 
solescence date on the crimes of those from the ranks of the fascist army.”

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POLEMICS AIRED OVER PUBLICATION OF CROATIAN GRAMMAR 


{Editorial Report] Polemics have developed in VJESNIK (Zagreb) over the book 
entitled "Prirucna gramatika hrvatskog knjizevnog jezika”" ("Reference 
Grammar of the Croatian Literary Language") written by a group of authors. 

In May 1979, the book was banned from use in schools as a textbook by Stipe 
Suvar, Republic Secretary for Education, Culture and Physical Education. In 
an interview in VJESNIK of 21 July 1979 on page 19 Suvar gives the explana- 
tion for his decision: “Neither from the title nor from the text of the 
"Reference Grammar’ is it evident that the Croatian literary language is a 
standard form of the national language of the Serbs and the Croats, which is 
called Croatian or Serbian language. An uninformed reader cannot find out 
from the text of this grammar what the Croatian language is and whether it 

is the Croatian or Serbian language.” The group of authors of the "Reference 
Grammar" tried to justify themselves in VJESNIK of 26 June 1979 on page 13 
by saying that they received the assignment to write a grammar of the Croatian 
literary language which was defined in the Constitution better than they could 
have done it even in a more detailed explanation. They quote the following 
paragraph from the Constitution in which there is a definition of the 
Croatian language: "The Socialist Republic of Croatia uses publicly the 
Croatian literary language-~-standard form of the national language of Croats 
and Serbs in Croatia, whose name is Croatian or Serbian.” In the VJESNIK 
interview of 21 July, Suvar also criticizes the VJESNIK critic Josip Pavisic 
for having written an article with a positive criticism of the book. The 
polemics continue in several other July and August issues of VJESNIK in 

the letters to the editor by Suvar, Pavisic, the authors of the ‘Reference 
Grammar’ and the readers.

NUMBERS EXPELLED FROM PARTY SAID TO BE DECLINING IN KOSOVO 
Pristina RILINDJA in Albanian 8 Sep 79 p 9 


[Excerpts] We are witnessing an abrupt increase in the Kosovo party or- 
ganization. Basic LC organizations are making an effort to increase their 
ranks and at the same time to strengthen them ideologically and politic- 
ally by taking further action to fulfill the duties facing them. But in 
strengthening ideological and political unity and action there is also 
another dimension, that is, to follow the work of every communist while 
being able in concrete cases to differentiate ideologically and polit- 
ically vis-a-vis those who are passive or who have different goals and are 
not in agreement with the line of the LC. 


Last year 139 LC members were expelled from the party ranks; this is much 
less than in 1977, but this does not show the action of communists in 
carrying out assigned duties. In contrast to subjective weaknesses on the 
part of a number of communists, such as cases of losses in the economy, 
irresponsibility on the job, various misuses [of funds, materials], one 
must stress the need to develop a more consistent struggle against members 
who have been responsible for these weaknesses. Thus, one must say that 
in many cases ideological-political differentiation has been lacking. 


Another fact is that among those expelled there are more direct production 
workers (47) and private farmers (39), showing that it is easier to take 
ideological-political measures toward these social categories than toward 
some others. The number of members who voluntarily leave the LC is de- 
clining from year to year; last year they numbered 14, in 1977, 29, and 

in the first 3 months of this year only 2. 


Occasionally warnings and final warnings are applied to many LC members 
who have taken the first steps on the wrong road in order to signal them 
to correct their behaviour. When stricter measures [expulsion] are taken, 
it shows that in most cases the party organizations have been relatively 
passive in their work and have tolerated the deviation of LC members from 
the party road to the degree that they must be removed from the ranks of 
the LC.

LC EXPULSIONS IN VOJVODINA--The LC basic organization in the "Stanisic" 
work organization in Stanisic [Vojvodina] which is part of the "Sombor" 
agricultural combine, recently expelled four of its members from the LC 
for stealing social property. One of those expelled was a member of 
the highest party organs in the opstina and province. The expulsion 
followed an investigation by SUP (Secretariat for Internal Affairs) of 
this work organization. The value of stolen spare parts (for agricul- 
tural machinery) amounted to 230,000 dinars. Could not these machina- 
tions by individual workers have been eliminated earlier=? Was it 
necessary that the security organs should be the first to intervene in 
a work organization with 370 employees, including 150 communists? Did 
not the self-management organs know about this, or the control organs, 
or the social-political organization in the enterprise? The workers, it 
seems, were not able to achieve their right to self-management control, 
either through the organs of administration or those of workers control.
